Morrow's Statentaiti Re> 

futed by the Records and 
by the Evidence of a 
Prominent Woman Critic 



Ed. Morrow Is making his 
for Qovemor chiefly upon a general 
charge that Kentueky'a prisons and 
asylums have been very badly mamy- 
•d. Here is what he said in a recent 
spee^ih: 

"For the past eight years, Ken- 
tucky has been chained and die- 
grsced by the polities! control of 
its charitable and penal institu- 
tions. Agsinit this outrage on the 
helplees and ds f s ns slsss jiimatss of 
Iheae institutions the bast minds 
of Kentucky hsvc preteeted for 
yesre. This syetem of political 
control hss been denounced by 
every meeting of physioians snd 
by rspeated resolutions of the Ae- 
•ooisted Woman's Cluba in Ken- 
tucky, and against it every right 
thinking man and every humani- 
tarian has rogistared hia pretest" 

In order to got a correct idea of the 
kind of a campaign Morrow la making, 

let's go hark noarly eiffht years for a 
start. Ht' name.^ that perl()d Ix'cjuise 
it reachcK hiirk to the close of the last 
Republican adminisiratlon. 

(Kentucky's penal Institutions com- 
prise two penitentiaries and a reform 
echool, with a total poinilatlon of tSQO 
to SOOO.) 

Prison Raferma. 
Seven yeara and four months ago 
Gov. Mccreary's administration took 

charge of these Institutions. 

The first Important reform was abol- 
iKliIng the whipping of prisoners, which 
had been the ohlot mode of punlshmant

Conditions Vastly Impravad. 
For twenty years the writer has 

regularly visited the penitentiary to 
hold or assist In religious services with 
the prisoners. In these years we have 
learned to read the expreaaton on the 
faces of the prisoners and to undar- 
tand the management. At times the 
xpresslon of desnAir has beought to 
mind the senteno . 'Abandon hope, all 
ye who enter here ' 

Again, there has been light. Just a 
little, but now aa aoon aa you enter 
the prison walla or the ohapal. the 
human expression breathee of hope. 
Labor, hard labor, they have, but no 
brutal Injustice, and a chance Is given, 
and that Is all the men ask. 

"The object of the State Is two- fold, 
viz: to protect aoolety and to reform 
the prisoner, and send him back to 
society later on to b« a worthy cltlxen. 
JudRi' WoIIh, under tJie direction and 
with the co-operation of the prtseon 
rommlsslonerp. Is Mrtvlng to do this 
very thing and with proper support 
and time enough, bo will prove the 
most valuable official In the State in 
reclaiming men and eending them forth 
to do a man's |>;irt In the world. 
Give Them a Chsnee. 
"Let the Sute give these fellows a 
chance, and she is giving them a small 
chance tbraiisi> 0>» administration of 
such men. -the laata haa been abolish- 
ed: the stripes have been abolished: 
the wretched fare has been abolished: 
the convict leasing system shnll he 
abolished. These men, the Slate's 
moral cripples, will one dsy be placed 
on (arma and work on public roala.

Quardi Behave Better. 
"Of the score and more prisoners In- 
terviewed, all testlfled that the guards 
no longer used j>rofane and obscene 
language, that tne prlaoners were no 
longer threatened and abused by 
guards under the Influence of lii|Uor. 
The guards are not allowed to borrow 
money from a priaonor or to gamble 
with the prisoner. Thoy are not al- 
lowed to beat or abuse the prisoners, 
except In self-defense. The men uni- 
versally testlfled that the Warden's 
Ji'orum Sunday afternoon oontrllmted 
greatly to the better understanding and 
resulted in better conditions. The pris- 
oners feel they can have a "square 
deal." and that while the warden re 
quires and enforces obedience to pris 
on law, at the same time he sees that 
they have the proteotlon of tHkt same 
law. Ouards In general testify to the 
betteir oondltiona and improved Ufe of 
the priaonsra. 

"Religioua services by the chaplain 
and those he calls to his aid and with 
a chaplain who knows his parlshion 

ers, anil who is working In harmony 
with the warden Is another elevating 
helpful Influence. 

"The prison library must n.ot he 
omitted. It Is located In a plain neat 
room off from the chapel, with a gen- 
tle, kind, orderly old nma as librarian, 
with a faJr collection of books which 
the prisoners havs issued to them, and 
which they read in their cells. Is a 
most Interesting feature. About 75. on 
an average, uaa the Ubnuy aaeh day." 

Praeant Canditions. 

The writer is informed that prac- 
tically all of these reforms have been 
continued to this time. The law auth- 
orizing the payment of a part of the 
earnings to prisoners has been nulll- 
fled by the Court of Appeals and is 
tberaCore not in effect.

The vast amount of food, elothlng, 
etc. required, for tha inatltutlons Were 
bought quarterly under compotltlve 
bidding after advertising the lettlngs, 
open to everylKHjy, with samples sub 
mitted and the stock required to come 
up to sample. No favoritism was shown 
in making purchases. The lowest bid- 
der for tha quality desired got the con- 
tract In every Instance. 

The practice of buying fresh meat 
from Chicago packers waa abandoned 
In favor of buying cattle from Ken- 
tucky farmers and slaughtering It. 
using prison labor for the work, and 
saving a large sum of money anntially. 
In addition to getting better meat. 

Changed the methods of buying coal 
BO as to save thousands of dollars each 
year. 

Every reference to politics was re- 
buked whan made by persona pleading 

for paroles. 

Upon recommendation of the Prison 
Commission the . Legislature of 1914 
authorized renting farms near the 
prisons and securing option to pur- 

' chase if a futuse Legislature consid- 
ered It advisable after trial. At Frank- 
fort a 465 acre farm was' rented and

■eboel or, rathnr, from lectures, as 
iftMy remained In their respective 
Mcbeola and apeot eo many boon daily 
IB prWate atady.

IflMaedlately upon organizing, the 
Mndenta published their demands, four 
In namber: (1) that the milltarlata, 
who as a party were pro-Japanese and 
practically cootrollod the QoremmeBt 
at Peking, be put out of office ; (2) that 
8l(antung be returned to China; (8) 
tkat the tweaty-one demands made by 
Jafraa la 1»16 be caaeeUed; (4) that 
tbar* ba ftee d oaa tt speech aad «t the 
piasa Ikey alao Instated that tbe 
Ohincaa oearftttt«t1on be flniabad. 

An taHneoae amount of Uteratiire 
waa pat oat, much ef It In the new 
Iriionetic script which is being laanch- 
•d in China, so that the uneducated 
nlassss rnight learn what was happen- 
ing. Students lectured ererywhore on 
the demands, stirring the people tn pa- 
triotism. When many of them were 
arrested while parading In the streets 
of Peking they formed an Association 
of Imprlaooed Students wttliln the 
priaoB and refused to be released, pltk- 
•Mng the stockade themselTes when 
CtorMiment guards were talien away, 
utU the Goremment atil>mltted a 
proper apology fer hanny Imprisoned 
tban In the beginning. 

Whea It became erldent Oat eco- 
MMOic preesure waa all that would be 
aClMtlTe both the bankers' and mer- 
Cbans* guilds were railed upon tn hark 
the students. "In less than two 
hours," Miss Smith said, "the shutters 
ware up at every shop In that creat 
alty a( Shanghai, where telephones are 
Ctw and mnununlcatlon difficult 
IhwT shop, whether 'large or small, 
waa dosed. The laboring people, feel- 
lac as patriotic as the baalters, mer- 
dwnta aad stndents, also Joined die 
general strike. For a week ererythlag 
wae deoed — shops, money exchanges, 
Ssh markets, shipping, everythlBg. 
Ttte students struKSled to keep public 
vtilltiee running. The telephone serr- 
Ice was stoiiped for a short time, but 
tbe atndents soon had it running again. 
TOm bald Btoetlnga day and nl^t, try- 



ing to keep the railroad enoployeea at 
their posts and explaining that It was 
patriotism for them and for water 
works and electric light eraployeea to 
continue to work. At the ead a< t|tat 
week tiM studsnta bad won tike flrat 
point and the militarists ware oat of 
power." 

When safTrage In any form finally 
comes to Chins Miss Smith feels that 
it will l>e granted to bott itpn and wo- 
men because of the way iHromen are 
helping to build things up now. Wom- 
en students took an actJva part In all 
of this bloodless revolution. They had 
their places ou all of the councils. 
Their part of the work was to traus- 
lutk- iimoh of the literature Into plmaet- 
Ic script aad when a boycott waa de- 
clared en Japaneae goods to baglB pro- 
dnctloB foodsii) dhlna. 

"All at the ttndents threw away 
their straw hata-j>urely Japaneae 
products — at the beginning of their 
mOTement, and' the women stndents 
se^ about making white dock hats, 
I which were called patrlotie hata and 
Immediately became very popular, 
i Then they began deTotlng thenisalves 
I to the making of parasols and of tai- 
I cum powder. Some of them parade^ 
; but none was arrested. 
I "China Is the last conntry In the 
world to fear class feeling nn<l nntlpa- 
thy, whifh aeems to be grlppliik' the 
rest of the world,'* UIss Smith saya 
"In China there Is a woaderful social 
solidarity. People get together, not ao ' 
much by leealiUaa, but by trades aad 
profeasioas, Brter one belonss to a 
' guild, and these goUda are wonderfully 
organised, as the CSiinese have a 
I genlua for orgaaisation. Despite 
! poor lines of communication, lack of 
' railroads and telephones, these guilds 
hold closely together. Tet their organ- 
i Izatlon has nothinc to do with caste. 
I "Wltli a leadership as hiiihly organ- 
ized as that of the students a f;renl 
amount can be done. lA'n<liiiK men of 
China Interpret the student movt'ineni 
as Tery significant — the formliiK of n 
new national party. It Is the duty of 
' all Christian organisations in China to i 
give these stndiMta, who are now tbe | 
leaders of the Oovemmeat, every poa- I 
Bible bit of aid and inqtlratlon, as tbay 
need more than human help to briag 
I Oitna out of her difficulties successful- 
ly. The T. W. C. A. Is doing what it 
can to help the women studenta. All 
of these students have given up their 
' vacations and are working bard 
throuRhont tbe summer." 

Miss Smith has seen China change, 
within ten years, from one of the old- 
est and most rigid monarchies of tbe 
world Into a republic. She saw tbe 
first republican flaga go up and feels 
that China has accompliahed a great 
deal, fighting an the time as sbe baa, 
agalBBt the great odds ot Japaneaa and 
European aggression in aildltion to tbe 
old monarchistlc party. Given ttme, 
China will become one of the great re- 
poblics of the world, she says. 

Miss Smith lives In Richmond, Va., [ 
and Is home on n year's furlotigb. She I 
expects to return to China in tka ' 
•priaf.
